REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instantly claimed 
process is free of the prior art and Applicants' terminal disclaimer filed on 12/14/07 has 
overcome the remaining rejection of record. The closest prior art references uncovered (i.e. 
Ganderton [U.S. Patent No. 5,254,330]; Platz et al. [U.S. Patent No. 6,051,256]; and O'Hagan et 
al. [U.S. Patent No. 5,603,960]) do not teach the steps of the claimed method wherein a first 
plurality of un-agglomerated particles having a median diameter greater than 90 microns a 
surface rugosity expressed as the fractal dimension of greater than 1.1 are subjected to repeated 
stages of wetting with a solvent and drying in a high-speed granulator, wherein the solvent is a 
short-chain aliphatic alcohol, water, or a mixture thereof, and the process yields a second 
plurality of un-agglomerated particles having a median diameter greater than 90 microns a 
surface rugosity expressed as the fractal dimension of less than or equal to 1.1.
